Indianapolis, Ind., June 4.—While the 
Aemocratic state convention, which was 
held today, was remarkable for its lack 
of discord, candidates for all but three 
of the offices being chosen by acclama- 
tion, there was a battle royal in the meet- 
ing of the com tee on resolutions. A 
number of the friends of William J. 
Bryan were very much in earnest in favor 
of the insertion in the platform of a plank 
indorsing him and the Kansas City plat- 
form. The majority of the committee was 
against any such indorsement, saying 
that it considered it out of place at the 
present time to inject Mr. Bryan’s name 
into the state campaign. The fight lasted 
well into the night, and it was nearly 
noon before the report of the committee 
was ready for presentation to the conven- 
tion. ' 

The Philippines plank also created much 
discussion, the committee being called 
upon to consider all sorts of propositions 


_,, fn behalf of the Filtpinos, some of them 


veing in favor of immediate and complete 


~ independence. It was only after hours of 


argument that the plank was agreed upon 
in the form. in which it dppears in the 
platform. 

The Platform. 

The platform, as read by Chairman 
Shiveley, of the committee on resolu- 
tions, is, in part, as follows: 

“We denounce the republican party for 
its surrender to and alliance with the 
trusts and we favor such legislation as 
will suppress and destroy ql! trusts or 
combinations to control the production 
and the price of commodities. 

‘We denounce the Dingley tariff law as 
the breeder of trusts and demand that 
tariff duties shall be levied for the pur- 
pose of revenue only and limited by the 
needs of the government, honestly and 
economically administered. 

“We condemn the republican party for 
refusing to give the interstate commerce 
commission power to enforce its decisions 
against discriminations on the railroad 
rates, which discriminations have been 
@ potent cause of the creation and main- 
tenance of trusts, and we demand that 
the commission be given power to sup- 
press this evil.’”’ 

Continuing, the platform favors the res- 
toration and expansion of our merchant 
marine and to this end alemands the re- 
formation of our pavigation and tariff 
laws; denounces the g@nip subsidy bill “re- 
cently. passed by the United States senate 
with the assistance of senators from In- 
diana, as an iniquitous appropriation of 
public funds for private purposes and a 
wasteful, illogical and useless attempt to 
overcome, by subsidy, the obstructions 
raised by republican legislation to the 
growth and development of American 
commerce on the seas;’’ opposes the 
Fowler bank bill, proposed bank concen- 
tration and the formation of great bank- 
ing trusts; recognizes as an‘economic fact 
the increase of standard money arising 
from the vast increased production of 
gold from our own and foreign mines, 
as a demonstration of the truth of the 
quantitative theory of money; condemns 
and denounces ‘“‘the Philippine policy of 
the present administration.” » 

War in Philippines. 

“Tt ‘has embroiled the republic in an 
onnecessary war, sacrificed the lives of 
many of its noblest sons and placed the 
I'nited States, previously known and ap- 
plauded throughout the world as the 
champion of freedom in the false and un- 
American position of crushing with mil- 
itary force the efforts of our former alé 


_lies to achieve liberty and self-govern- 


ment. The Filipinos cannot be citizens 
without endangering our civilization; 
they cannot be subjects without impertling 
our form of government; and, as we are 
not willing to surrender our civilization to 
convert the republic into an empire, we 
favor an immediate declaration of the 
nation’s purpose to assist the Filipinos 
to establish for themselves an independent 
government, protecting them from outside 
interferences and securing to this country 
such commercial and naval rights and ai- 
vantages as would be just and fully and 
fairly protect American interests. 

“We hold in reverence the valor, pa- 
triotism and services of the soldiers and 
gailors of the republic.” 

The platform further congratulates the 
republic of Cuba upon its entering into 
the family of nations and «deplores the 
cruel and wanton destruction of the re- 
publics of South Africa; favors the con- 
struction and control of an isthmian oa- 
nal; favors the election of United States 
senators by popular vote; favors freedom 
of debate in the legislative bodies of the 
state and nation; deplores the death of 
President McKinley; denounces anarchy 
in all its forms, and declares that it 
should not be permitted to find an abiding 
place in this country; indorses the course 
of democratic representatives in congress 
in standing for economy in public expendi- 
ture, for just principles of government, 
and for the doctrines of the democratic 


party. 

The platform ends by condemning the 
governor of Indiana “for his violation 
of the constitution and the laws of the 
United States, and the state of Indiana,

FULL OF WINE 
HE RAN AMUCK 


United States Senator from 
West Creates a Sensation 
in Washington, 


HE TOOK POSESSION 
OF A PRIVATE PARLOR 


Before Being Ejected the Intoxicated 
Solon Destroyed Articles Valued 
at $500 — Violent Effort 
‘Being Made To Suppress 
the Facts. 


Washington, June 4.—(Special.)—Another 
United States senator from the far west 
ran amuck early this morning. Last 
night he attended the opening, by one or 
the best known lobbyists in Washington, 
of a residence in the fashionable dis- 
trict. The new house was drenched with 
wine and when the festivities ended the 
statesman started home in a hilarious con- 
dition. 

While driving in K street he noticed 
that a door on that aristocratic street 
was open. He dismissed his carriage and 
entering took possession. He was rear- 
ranging the bric-a-brac in the parlor when 
the owner of the house came home. The 
senator refused to leave and finally be- 
came so noisy that the police were call- 
ey and he was dragged from the house. 
It is said that he destroyed $500 worth 
of bric-a-brac during the time he was in 
the K street house, He settled for this 
after the prosecution closed. Violent ef- 
forts are being made to suppress the 
facts.

HILL ON TRADE EXPANSION. 


Railroad Magnate Says We Must 
Seek Oriental Markets. 
Chicago, June 4.—One of the largest 
and most enthusiastic gathering ever 
assembled in the banquet hall of the 
Auditorium was present tonight at the 
“commercial expansion’ dinner of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ Association. 
James J. Hill, president of ‘the Great 
Northern railway, was the orator of the 
occasion. His subject was ‘Commercial 

Expansion.” Mr. Hill said in part: 
“Twenty years ago the foreign trade 
of Japan amounted to about $40,000,000 and 
today it amounts to about $250,000,000, of 
which the United States’ share is less 
than one-fifth. Ten years ago we export- 
ed about $5,000,000 annually to Japan and 
imported from her about $26,000,000. Now 
our exports to Japan amount to $30,000,000, 
or six times as much as they were ten 
years ago, and the increase in our im- 
ports has been very small. In 1890 the en- 
tire foreign trade with China amounted 
to about cents per capita. The Chinaea- 
man is the best merchant of the two. 
Should the Chinese trade increase to $3 
or $4 per capita it would amount to more 
than the entire exports of the United 
States, and surely this trade jis worth 
striving for. .With Manila as an: Ameri- 
can port in the east and the best ships 
that can be built we should be able. to 
maintain ourselves a8 a nation in the 
control of a large share of this traffic. 
“We have enjoyed all the benefits of a 
protective tariff for many years and 
whatever good it can do in the way of 
building up infant industries hag already 
been accomplished. The growth of our 
enormous iron and steel industries whicn 
are pointed out as the result of our pro- 
tective tariff, can be more surely traced 
to our enormous resources in.the fron 
mines of Michigan, Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota than from all other sources.”’

MILLIONS ADDED TO CAPITAL. 


Heavy Increase Is Made by Rock 
Island System. 

Chicago, June 4-—Stockholders of the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railway 
Company met here today in annual meet- 
ing and adopted amendments to the con- 
stitution that appear significant in the 
light of recent railway combination. The 
capital stock was raised from $60,000,000 
to $75,000,000. Provision was made that 
the highest amount of indebtedness to 
which the company could be legally sub- 
ject was not to exceed $200,000, exclusive 
of bonds issued for the acquisition of 
additional railways or properties, and se- 
cured by mortgages or pledges of such 
additional railways. Artic!e 23 of the con- 
stitution was @hanged to empower the 
company ‘‘to build, construct, purchase, 
lease or @therwise acquire; to own, main- 
tain and Operate; to sell, leas# mortgage 
or otherwise convey lines of railway or 
railway property in any of the states or 
territories of the United States.” 


VATICAN .AND PHILIPPINES. 


Goverpor Taft Says Church Is Anx- 
ious for Settlement. 


Rome, Italy, June 4.—Italia publishes an 
interview with William H. Taft, ctvil 
governor of the Philippine. islands, in 
which he is reported to have said the 
vatican was desirous of arriving at a 
solution of the matter of the disposal of 
the property of the church of the Philip- 
pine islands in a way agreeable to the 
United States, but that it had not yet 
decided whether to submit the Philippine 
questions to the congregation of the pro- 
paganda fide, or to a committee of car- 
dinals. The American government, said 
Governor Taft, favored the latter course. 

Governor Taft, in the interview in 
question, is quoted ae saying he believed 
the establishment of an American diplo- 
matic representative to the holy see te 
be unlikely. 


MUD VOLCANO IN ERUPTION. 


Outburst Is Accompanied by Cannon- 
Like Reports. 

Baku, Russia, June 4.—The Gusygran, a 
mud volcano situated near the village of 
Kobi, Caucassia, has been in eruption. 
The outburst was accompanied by can- 
non-like reports. The country around th 
voicaho for some distance was enveloped 
in flames, but with the exception of the 
destruction of flocks of sheep no fatalities 
have been reported. A few sheep herders 
were burned. >

ENDS EXCITING CAMPAIGN 


HON. J. M. TERRELL. 
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White Democrats of Georgia in Every County Will Express Their Choice fo 
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HON. J.  ESTILL. 
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Candidates for Governor of Georgia, Who Will Be Voted for in the White Primary Today. 
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HON. DUPONT GUERRY. 
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Governor, State House Officers, Congressmen and Superior Court 


Judges and Solicitors. 


Today marks another mile post in Geor- 
gia’s political history. The democratic 
primary will be held throughout Georgia 
between sunrise and sunset will determine 
in effect who is to be Georgia’s governor 
for the next four years, for a second term 
is always conceded, and who, for the next 
two years, will occupy state house offices 
and who will be congressmen, judges and 
solicitors general. 

The weather bureau has promised fair 
weather over the state today, and, irideed, 
the indications of yesterday support this 
theory. With weather everywhere in 
Georgia such as that of yesterday there 
is no reason why the maximum vote 
should not be polled, and it is almost safe 
to say it will be as large if not larger 
than has been the case in any primary 
yet held in the state. 

The campaign has assumed interesting 
aspects, especially within the last few 
weeks; friends of the candidates are ev- 
erywhere exerting themselves to get out 
the vote upon which they rely, and in half 
the counties of the state local contests 
are on which will add.to the political 
enthusiasm. All these are causes which 
will tend to bring to the polls every white 
democrat who is able to get there. 

In certain quarters there is just enough 
doubt about the situation to stimulate 
an eager desire to see the returns. In 


others there is expressed a seemingly ab- | 


solute confidence of victory, yet withal 
there is a desire to know that this con- 
fidence is well founded. The Constitu- 
ticn has made elaborate.and complete 
arrangements to secure the result from 
every county in the state, and will, 
tomorrow, present to its readers in accu- 
rate and concise form the action of the 
whole democracy of Georgia, showing 
just what candidates the convention will 
name and by what vote to carry the party 
standard to assured victory in the fall. 
End of Campaign. 

The state campaign practically closed 
last night. Hon. J. M. Terrell made his 
final speech at Dallas, in Paulding county, 
and will return to the city this morning. 
He was favorably received there. Hon. 
Dupont Guerry spent the last day of the 
campaign in Hart and Franklin counties 
and will return to Macon this morning, 
probably by way of Athens. Colonel J. 
H. Estill spent yesterday at Waycross, 
Ware county, and will return to Savannah 
to receive the returns todmy. 

All of the candidates and their cam- 
paign managers and friends appear san- 
guine as to the result. On the eve of 
the primary Hon. Warner Hill gave The 
Constitution the following statement, pre- 
dicting a favorable result: 

“On the eve of the primary election I 
wish to assure the friends of Mr. Terrell 
that so far as I can foresee the future, 
based uopn careful estimates made from 
reliable sources, Mr. Terrell will be elect- 
ed by an overwhelming majority on to- 
morrow, and will go into the convention 
with enough votes to nominate him over 
all competitors on the first ballot. I hope 
his friends will remain vigilant amd active 
to the last and victory is ours. I wish to 
warn his friends against the persistent 
campaign skanders that have been and 
may be circulated tomorrow with the view 
to injuring him.”’ 

Statement for Guerry. 

Chairman Sidney C. Tapp, of the asso- 
elated Guerry clubs, yesterday gave out 
the following statement relative to the 
race made by Hon. Dupont Guerry: 

‘We are thoroughly satisfied with the 
situation. We have made a fight for civic 
and moral virtue in this state against 
‘ringism’ and ‘machine politics.’ From 
information received from every com- 
munity within the last twenty-four hours 
we are assured that the business men, 
the farmers and the great masses who 
are the tax payer, are going to be at the 
poll and perform their duty tomorrow. 

“Mr. Guerry has made a fight that the 
people of Georgia are going to approve. 
Without money, without political or- 


' ganization, without anything except his 


matchless ability, his pure character and 
the principles of pure politics and honest 
government, he has fought ‘ringism’ and 
railroad and liquor domination to the 
finish in this state. 

“From every indication received at 
these headquarters, we are convinced be- 
yond a doubt that he will sweep the 
state, and be the next governor of Geor-

Estill Men Confident. -

Glenn says he will be nominated for re- 
election by an overwhelming majority 
and estimates that he will have 240 votes 
in the convention. Friends of Dr. Mark 
Johnston, on the otf@r hand, assert that 
he has the race won and that practically 
all necessary is the counting of the bal- 
lots. Professor W. B. Merritt. the south 
Georgia candidate, says that he is com- 
ing to Atlanta with the whole of south 
Georgia at his back and that he will get 
enough votes in the northern part of the 
state to insure his election. 

There is a great deal of interest mani- 
fested in the outcome of the race for 
prison commissioner. Hon. Thomas Eason 
has been conducting a thorough and a 
careful campaign and states that he does 
not see how it ia possible for him te los». 
The friends of Captain Wiley Williams, 
| of Columbus, have been doing everything 
in their power in his behalf and the ser- 
vices of many well-known politicians in 
various counties have been enlisted in 
his interests. His friends declare that 
the results today are going to furnish 
some startling surprises. 

Commissioner O. B. Stevens and his 
friends say they are satisfied he will 
carry 109 ceunties. They concede four- 
teen to Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, his op- 
ponent, and say the other fourteen are. in 
deubt with the chances equally in favor 
of each candidate. The friends of Col- 
onel Nesbitt laugh at this claim and say 
that he has the present commissioner of 
agriculture defeated beyond question.

THE SITUATION IN MARION. 
UENA VISTA, GA., June 4.—Editor 
Constitution: The article appearing 

in yesterday's paper sent from Columbus 
excited considerable interest here, this 
being the county furnisning the senatorial 
nominee this time. It is evident that your 
Columbus correspondent, while detailing 
affairs in a measure cogectly, has not 
gotten down to the gist the affair—to 
the milk in the cocoanut, as # were. It 
is a long story beginning a good many 
years back—a tale of corruption in poli- 
tics and an utter disregard for the wishes 
of a majority of the democratic voters of 
Marion county, and a final overthrow, so 
far as tais county is concerned, of ths 
self-styled leaders of democracy in this 
county. These self-styled leaders of de- 
mocracy are the same element who claim 
to have led the democratic party locally 
for ten or fifteen years, and their ranks 
have become thinner each succeeding year 
because methods were espoused that could 
not be imdorsed by the Detter element 
of democrats, 

Tne truth is, the majority of conserva- 
tive democrats at this time will not fol- 
low these self-styled leaders. Their ad- 
vocacy of certain corrupt and unmaniy 
methods and inoonsisténcies being more 
than they can guthmit to. 

As to the ex-populist element, there 
was more cause for fervor in the populist 
party when it did exist here locally than 
im most any other county in Georgia, be- 
cause all this corruption and disrégard 
for the peopie’s wishes was coincident 
with the existence of the populist party. 

Hence, when Judge W. D. Crawford 
was unwilling to submit his candidacy 
to the voters of Marion, but through the 
influence of these self-styled party lead- 
ers removed the contest of choice to tae 
other two countie®; also M was but natu.

B. Butt dowm to coronef were go carefully 
worded as to avold any allusion to any 
party, democratic or popuiist. Now, when 
there is nothing of more importance than 
the election of one single man to the sen- 
atorship they are pleased to howl popu- 
lism, and the party has been totaMy dead 
here for two long years.

Many Battles Fought...

The fiercest 
battle of the day took place this after- 
noon at Sixteenth street and Michigan 
avenue. The rioters stood on the yfaduct 
and hurled rocks at the meat wagons 
passing underneath. The throng was the 
most formidable in numbers and in dar- 
ing of any of the crowd’ that gathered 
during the day. Before this mob could 
be dispersed the pdlice were compelled to 
‘use revolvers. More than fifty shots were 
firéd, the bullets passing over the heads 
of the crowd, which finally became fright- 
ened and scattered, but not until many of 
the rioters and policemen had suffered 
serious injuries. 

A conference was held tonight between 
representatives of the packers and the 
teamsters looking to a settlement of the 
strike. President Frederick W. Job, 
chairman of the state board of arbitra- 
tion, brought about the meeting. A set- 
tlement of the strike of the drivers of 
delivery wagons of the retail State street 
department stores earlier in the day férm- 
ed the basis on which the oppusing ele- 
ments hoped to effect a compromise.

Washington, June 4.—Senor Buencamino 
today continued his-statement before the 
committee: on insular affairs, explaining 
the address to the American congress 
made by him advocating Philippine inde- 
pendence. He said the original document 
showed that he wrote it as Aguinaldo’s 
secretary. He said he might be obliged 
to divulge some secrets of Agoncillo and 
Lopez. He stated there were four Fill- 
pino agents abroad working at odds and 
making independence impostbie. Agoncillo 
and Lopez had accused each other of be- 
ing traitors. 

There were several sharp passages be- 
tween Chairman Cooper and Mr. Jones 
as to the latter’s questions. One of thgn, 
touching on a statement by the witness 
as to religion, was exgluded by the chair- 
man with the declaration that it.was a 
plain and palpable attempt to arouse re- 
ligious prejudice. 

Mr. Jones commented on the fact that 
the witness who had changed his views 
“enjoyed a fat office,”” while Aguinaldo 
was a prisoner. Senor Buencamino stated 
that he.as well as Aguinaldo had been 
captured, and that he was alive today 
was due’to the humanity of the American 
army. The witness said Aguinaldo had 
a palace for a prison. It was formerly 
occupied by Commissioner Worcester and 
the government paid $00 Mexican per 
month as rental for it. It is as large as 
the white house in Washington. The wit- 
ness said Aguinaldo lived in this house 
with his famfly, with a physician at his 
disposal, a retinue of servants, a carriage 
and an allowance to provide food for the 
establishment. . 

Senor Buencamino resented the sugges- 
tion that a government officer had in- 
fluenced his testimony favorable to the 
United States, and declared that his law 
practice at Manila was worth $1,000 a 
month, so that the $290 paid him as salary 
could not have been an {nducement to 
him to sacrifice his beliefs. He strongly 
opposed a colonial system, declaring that 
that system made Spanish rule a failure, 
saying that failure should be a warning 
to the United States,- For the present, he 
said, the Filipinos were obliged to have 
American S@iance, as they had just 
emerged ffom Spanish darkness into 
American civilization.

MORGAN FIRES 
OPENING GUN 


Debate on the Nicaraguan 
Canal Measure Is Begun 
in the Senate. 


SENATOR IS NOT AFRAID 
OF EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS 


He Says That the Scare About Seis- 
mic Distiybances in Nicaragua Is 
a Scheme To Defeat the 
Pending Bill. 


Washington, June 4—Discussion of ihe 
project of constructing an isthmian canal 
was begun by the senate today. Mr. Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, chairman of the com- 
mittee on interoceanic canals, opened the 
debate, speaking nearly three hours. A 
considerable portion of his speech was de- 
voted to an examination of the recently 
suggested danger to the Nicaragua can3i 
route of geismic disturbances. This dan- 
ger, he concluded, after a careful review 
of many authorities, existed only in the 
imagination of those Who desired to de- 
feat any canal project. His study of the 
eituation had convinced him that really 
there was greater danger from earth- 
quake disturbances to the Panama route 
than to the Nicaragua route; but he was 
patisfied that little danger to either was 
to be anticipated. 

Conditions in Colombia. 

Mr. Morgan reviewed at length the vo- 
I'tical coriditions in Colombla, finding in 
them a grave menace to the United 
States in the construction of a canal by 
the Panama route. He presented, also, 
the present phases of the diplomatic n«- 
gotiations looking to the buiiding of a 
candl by both the Nicaragua route and 
by the Panama route. Mr. Morgan said 
the failure of the United States to build 
the isthmian canal would be an exhibition 
of moral weakness influenced elther by 
powerful private interests, or by soine 
convulsion of nature, which appealed 
strongly to the imagination. He closed 
with a strong appeal for the passage cf 
the Nicaragua bill. 

Mr. Morgan, referring to the latest ar- 
guments against the construction of the 
Nicaraguan canal, the danger frm 
earthquakes and volcanoes and said that 
the canal] bill had been covered with vol- 
canic soot and ashes as by a funeral pall, 
A part of the report of the minority 
on the committee, he said, was so som- 
iber that he was surprised tnat the report 
recommended the construction of any ca- 
nal at all. 

Most Danger from Earthquakes. 

Mr. Morgan said his committee did not 
regard the danger from volcanoes or 
earthquakes as either probable or serious, 
either as to the Nicaraguan or Panama 
route. After the volcanic and seismic 
disturbances of recent months he was 
satisfied the danger to an istnmian canal 
had been lessened materially. 

Mr. Morgan declared that Nicaragua 
had been free from seismic disturbances 
during the reoent general disturbances, 
but the region about the Panama canal 
Had been disturbed seriously by earth- 
quakes. He quoted Minister Merry as 
saying that the only enemies of any canal 
used the volcano or earthquake argument 
against any canal route. 

Mr. Morgan again referring to tne dis- 
turbances reported from Nicaragun, 
quoted a letter from the minister of Nica- 
ragua to this country calling attention 
to the fact that the reports printed were 
untrue and that the Associated Press 
had reported nothing of the kind and it 
would have done so had the story been 
well founded. He maintained that all 


projects other than that of the Nicaragua 


route were being put forward in order 
to defeat any canal legislation. ° 

Mr. Money, of Mississippi, questioned 
the accuracy of a statement made recii- 
ly by Mr. Hoar, in his speech on the 
Philippine bill, on the origin of the Man- 
roe doctrine. Mr. Hoar stated that Joan 
Quincy Adams was the father of the doc- 
trine. Mr. Money:contended that the duc- 
trine was the result of consultations e- 
tween Mr. Canning, the British prime 
minister and Mr. Rush, the American 
minister to Great Britain. 

Mr.-Bate, of Tennessee, a member of

Santa Cruz, Cal., June 4.—Rev. James

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NO PRESIDENT EVER DRUNK 


Jenkins Makes That Btatement Dis- 
cussing Anti-Anarchy Bill. | 


STRINGENT MEASURE IS USED 


Parker and Others Say Senate Bill To 
Protect President Does Not Go 
Far Enough. 


Washington, June 4-—The debate upon 
the anti-anarchy bill continued all day 
in the house. It was without sensational 
features, being confined almost entirely 
to the legal and eonetitutional phases of 
the question. Mr, Jenkins, of Wisconsin, 
and Mr. Parker, of New Jersey, contend- 
ed that the bill not go far enough; 


that the killing of the president should 
be made punishable by death without any 
limitation whatever. 

Mr. Powers, of Massachusetts, and Mr, 
Nevin, of Ohio, the other two epeakers, 
supported the measure as it came from 
the committee. Mr, Hull, of lowa, chalir- 
man of the committee on military. affairs, 
reported back ‘the pesolotion calling on the 
secretary of war for a detailed state- 
ment of the expenditures made under the 
direction of General Leonard Wood dur- 
ing his administration as governor general 
of Cuba, with the recommendation that it 
lie upon the table,.and moved the adop- 
tlon of the report. Upon that question 
Mr. Hay, of Virgi demanded the ayes 
and noes, and the roll was called. The 
report was adopted—110 to 78, 

Mr. Jenkins, of Wisconsin, said tnat 
congress should make it a orime to kill 
or attempt to kil the president without 
limitation or qualification. He did not be- 
lieve the bill went far enough, “If a pres- 
ident should go @ the wicked city of 
Chicago incognito and while intexicated 
become involved in a quarrel and Se kill- 
ed,’’ interrupted Mr. Ray, of New York, 
“should his slayer necessarily suffer the 
death penalty ?’’ 

“No president-of the United States has 
ever lowered himself to such an extent,” 
replied Mr. Jenkins angrily, ‘and 1 de- 
cline to answer a question which dis- 
graces the high office of chief magis- 
trate.” (Prolonged applause.) 

Mr. Nevin, of Chio, supported the sub- 
stitute bill, which, he said, if it became a 
law would have a great deterrent effect. 
A year after it went on the statute books 
be predicted the red flag of anarchy 
would be driven from our land. 

Mr. Parker, of New Jersey, agreed with 
Mr. Jenkins that without Hmitation a 
person who unlawfully, knowingly and 
purposely killed the president of the 
United States should suffer death. Every 
word limiting motive or Intention, he ar- 
gued, should be omitted from the bill. 

The house at 5:23 p. m. adjourned.

The 
third presents him for violating the local 
option law by selling liquor at his store.

Washington, June 4.~—Two important 
changes in the @plomatic representation 
in Washington were announced today. 
Tae Hon, Michael H succeeds the 
late Lord Pauncefote ad British ambas- 
sador, and Senor de Ojeda succeeds the 
Duke @’Arcos as Spanish minister. 

Notice of Mr. Herbert's appointment 
came to the state department today 
through the Britigh embassy here. it 
simply confirmed the judgment of the 
officials as to the succession and is w&- 
comed by them. 

The change in the Spanish legation here 
came as a distinct surprise to all but the 
intimate friends of the Duke d’Arcos. It 
is understood that the change js Attrib- 
utable entirely to the retiring minister's 
desire to secure the best possible treat- 
ment for his impaired vision, which has 
caused him much and growing concern. 
Therefore he’ has secured a transfer to 
the Spanish legation at Brussels. 

Senor de Ojeda, who subtceeds the Duke 
d’Arcos, was secretary of the Spanish 
peace commission at Paris, and is at pres- 
ent minister to Tangier. 

Herbert Married American Girl. 


While nominally sécretary to the Brit- 
isch embassy af Paris, Mr. Herbert is 
really minister plenipotentiary to France, 
and as such he frequently acts in most 
important crises in the absence of Sir 
Edmund J. Monson, Great Britain's am- 
basSsador there. 

Mr. Herbert's marriage with Lefla, 
daughter of Richard T. Wilson, of New 
York, as a result of which he became 
closely related to the Vanderbdiits, tne 


in any way interfere, according to opinion 
here, with his usefulness as Great Brit- 
ain’s ambassador at Washington. 

Mr. Herbert’s record at Washington as 
charge d'affaires from 1888 unt} 1889, and 
as secretary to the British legation there 
from 1892 to 1898, and his work as British 
agent on the Venezuelan commission, em- 
inently fit him, so official belief inclines, 
for his proposed new and important du- 
ties. 1 
At Paris Mr. Herbert's present position 
is somewhat curious, for, while holding 
the rank of a full-fledged minieter. he has

J. Monson, the ambassador, is resident tn 
France. 

All Have American Wives. 

A curious feature connected with all the 
British diplomats who were consMered by 
the British foreign office as possible can- 
didates to fill the vacancy at Washington 
is that they all have American wives. Sir 
Henty Howard, who is now Great Brit- 
ain’s minister at The Hague and who was 
for many years attached to tne British le- 
gation at Washington, married Miss 
Riegs, of Washington; Sir Francis R. 
Plunkett, the British ambassador at Vi- 
enna, married Miss Morgan, of Philadel- 
phia; Lord Curzon, of Keddleston, viceroy 
of India, married Miss Leiter, of Wash- 
ington; Austin Lee, Great Britain's com- 
mercial attache to France, Belgium and 
Switzerland, married Miss DeWolf Smith, 
of New York,eand Alan Johnstone, the 
British charge d'affaires at Darmstadt, 
married Miss Pinchot, of New York. 

Before the new-ambassador at Washing- 
ton takes up his duties the salary attach- 
ed to the position will probably be put 
tpon a par with the highest paid tn Great 
Britain's diplomatic service, namely, that 
which is paid the ambassador at Paris, 
£9,000 a year.

Dr. Daniel Lewis, of New York, Is

New York, June 4.—The American con- 
gress on tuberculosis brought its sessions 
to a close today. In view of the conflict-

Dr. Daniel Lewis, New York city, was 
elected president; Frank Paschal, of 
Texas, second vice president, and Dr. 
George Brown, of Georgia, secretary. 

Resolutions were adopted recommen4- 
ing that the national, state and municipal 
governments enact rational methods for 
the prevention of tuberculosis, and that 
all cases of tuberculosis be reported hy 
the attending physician to the health 
boards for the purpose of disinfection of 
houses occupied by consumptives.

Justice Chester has granted an injunction 
restraining. certain heeft packing compa- 
nies of the west from carrying on bus!- 
ness in this state in violation of the pro- 
visions of the’ Donnejly anti-trust law, 
The order was served upon the represen- 
tatives of the concerns in this city and 
Troy today and will be served on others 
throughout the state as quickly as they 
can de reached. It was obtained upon 
the affidavit of D. C. Meredith, ‘former 
manager of Swift & Co. 

Scope of Injunction. 

The tnjunction is directed against Ar- 
mour & Co., Swift & Co., Cudahy Pack- 
ing Compafty, Hammond company, 
Schwarzchild and Sulzbewger Company, 
domestic and foreign corporations and 
against Nelson Morris and A. M. Mor- 
ris Company, partners, carrying on all 
business as Nelgon Morris, are restrained 
and enjoined from, fixing and determining 
iby combining together, the prices to be 
charged for meat and from agtfeeing 
among themselves as to the supply of 
meat to be browght into this state by 
them and from ecting upon any under- 
standing tending to diminish euch supply. 
and from fixing or maintaining prices of 
their and each others’ products, by agree- 
ment. 

They are also enjoined from acting un- 
der any agreement by which prices of 
labor shall be effected or competition 
therein affected and also from maintain- 
ing uniform rufes for credit to dealers or 
fixing uniform prices for car tags. 

Justice Chester directed that the injunc- 
tion continue until further order of the 
court. 

In his affidavit Meredith sets forth that 
his experience in the meat business cov- 
ers @ period of ten years, six with Ar- 
mour & Co. and taé remainder with Swift 
& Co. 

Continuing, the affidavit says: 

“When I first went to work for Armour 
& Co. there was n and keen competi-

This was re- 
garded by the court and the attorney 
general’ as the indication that the beef 
trust would carry the case to the federal 
court. 

The court directed a writ of ouster to 
issue against the Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger company and suspended the same 
on condition that the company comply 
with the state laws relating to corpora- 
tions within five days.

AND A FORTUNE 


Lord Kitchener Has Been Created 
a Viscount by King, 


King Edwerd Also Asks Parliament 
To Give Kitchener $250,000. 
Irish Members Will Fight 
_. Grant--Boer Camps 

Breaking Up. 


London, June 4.—It was announced this 
afternoon that Lord Kitchener had been 
created a viscount by King Edward. 

In the house of commons today the gov- 
ernment leader, A. J. Balfour, presented 
a@ message from King Edward as follows: 

“His majesty, taking ‘into consideration 
the eminent services’ rendered by. Lord 
Kitchener, and being desirous in recogni- 
tion of such service to Confer on him 
Some signal mark of his favor, recom- 
mends that he, the king, should be en- 
abled to grant Lord Kitchener £50,000.” 

John Dillon, William Redmond and 
Swift McNeill, Irish nationalists, an- 
nounced their intention of opposing the 
grant at every stage. 

A resolution giving effect to his 
majesty’s message will be discussed to- 
morrow. 

The fact that the Kitchener grant is 
only £50,000 has already created consider- 
able discussion in the parliamentary loo- 
bies, and some regret has been expressed 
that it was not equal to the award madn 
to Lord Roberts (£100,000). It is known, 
however, that during the continuance of 
the war the question of granting Lord 
Kitchener £100,000 was seriously discussed 
by the authorities, but the smaller amount 
was decided upon on the ground of Lord 
Kitchener’s lesser rank, coupled with the 
fact that he received £30,000 at the close 
of the Soudan campaign and is still a 
comparatively young, unmprrried man and 
at the height of his military career, while 
Lord Roberts is old, has a family and ts 
not likely to have a chance further vo 
distinguish himself. 

Boer Vote on Surrender. 


Pretoria, Transvaal, June 4—The ballot 
of the Boers at Vereeniging resulted in 
fifty-four votes in favor of surrender and 
six against it, 

Preparations are being made here for 
the surrender of the Boer commandoes, 
which will také place on the race course. 
All the Boers are ailowed perfect freédom. 

The women in the concentration camps 
are anxious to return to their homes im- 
mediately, but this will be impossible un- 
til a syetem of supply depots for the out- 
lying districts is established. 

General Baden-Powell is arranging for 
the distribution of mounted constabulary 
in various districts. The police, railroads 
and telegraphs will be handed over to the 
civil authorities as soon as possible ana 
the restrictions of martial law will be 
gradually relaxed. 

The Beer delegates who, during the 
peace negotiations, were stiff, formal and 
unfriendly, are now extremely cordial. 
All the commandants are returning to 
the commandoes in order to explain the 
situation. 

General Louis Botha, the Boer com- 
mandant generaj, has written an open 
Jetter to the burghers thanking them for 
their obedience in the past and exhorting 
them to be equally loyal in their obedi- 
nece to the new government. 

Lord Kitchener's address to the Boer 
delegates at Vereeniging, in which the 
British commander in chief gaid that if 
he had been one of them he would have 
been proud to*have done so well in: the 
field as they nad done, made the best pos- 
sible impression and drew forth a hearty 
response from General Bevyers, the chair- 
man of the Boer conference, who express- 
ed the pleasure the Boers experienced at 
meeting Lord Kitcherfer as a friend, add- 
ing that they had fought so long against 
him that they had acquired full apprecia- 
tion of his worth. 


Scene of Fraternization. 

The departure of the Boer commanders 
from Vereeniging for their various dis- 
tricts was marked by remarkable scenes 
of fraternization. The trains conveying 
the Boers started late and the night being 
extremely cold, the sentries along the 
railroad track lighted huge bonfires, 
around which groups of Boers and Britons 
gathered, forming a highly picturesque 
scene. The late opponents joined in such 
songs as ‘“‘Hard Times Come Again No 


GAYNOR AND GREENE PLEAD 


They File Their Answer to Petition 
of United States. 


NO DECISION BY THE COURT 


Fugitives Allege They Have Com 
mitted No Offence Covered by 
the Extradition Treaty. 


Quebec, June 4—This afternoon counsel 
for Colonel Gaynor and Captain Green, 
who are wanted in Savannah, Ga., for al- 
leged fraud in connection with govern- 
ment contract work, filed answer to the 
petition of the prosecution to set aside 
habeas corpus writs under which the two 
}prisoners were brought from Montreal to 
Quebec. The prisoners want the case 
taken out of the hands of Extradition 
Commissioner La Fontaine, of Montreal, 
[and to have the Quebec courts decide 
upon the legality. of their sensational an- 
swer in Quebec and the liability to ex- 
tradition under the present treaty. 

Counsel representing the United States 
government petitioned the court to set 
aside the habeas corpus procedings by 
which the men were taken away from 
Montteal.

STEAM SPOUTS 
_ FROM CRATER 


Graphic Description by Pro- 
fessor Heilprin of His Trip 
to Mont Pelee. 


NO MOLTEN MATTER FLOWS 
OVER LIP OF NEW CRATER 


Height of Mont Pelee Has Not Been 
Changed and There Has Been 
No Cataclysm — Electric 
Discharges Were Tre- 
mendous. 


Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
Jurie 4, 8:30 a. m.—President Angelo Heil- 
prin, who is here for the National Geo- 
graphical Society, came into Fort de 
France last night from his explorations 
of the crater on the summit of Mont Pe- 
lee. Professor Heilprin is well and in 
good spirits. 

The following important points have 
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been settled by Professor Heilprin: 

The location of the new crater has been 
accurately determined; it is positively 
known that there has not been an over- 
flow of molten matter from the lip of the 
crater; there has been no subsidence of 
the mountain and the height of Mont Pe- 
lee is unchanged. The crater does no* 
contain a cinder cone. There has been no 
cataclysm and no topographical altera- 
tion of the country. The period of violent 
eruptions has probably ended, although 
the volcano may continue to be quietly 
active for a long time to come. 


Heilprin’s Explanations. 


Referring to his expedition Professor 
Heilprin said today to the correspondeftt 
of The Associated Press: 

“rT left Fort de France with Mr. Lead- 
better the morning of May 29 and reached 
Acier at 7 o’clock in the evening of the 
30th. We visited Vive and Basse Pointe. 
The latter. place has been entirely de- 
stroved by the overflow of the _ local 
streams. Mud flowing into the beds of the 
rivers there caused this overflow. 

‘May 31 we made our first ascent of the 
voleano. We left Acier at half past 5: 
o’clock and Vive at half past 7 o’clock in 
the morning. The party consisted of Mr. 
Leadbetter and myself and three colored 
bovs. We were on muleback. At an alti- 
tude of 700 meters we began the ascent of 
the drete. We passed along its east side 
and silghtly to the north of the mountain. 
We arrived at the lip of the old crater, 
the former site of Lake Palmiste, at ll 
o'clock. Here it began raining. Rain 
clouds and the clouds from the volcano 
enveloped us and we could not see 10 feet. 

“A terrific thunder storm had begun 
and we sat on the edge of th& crater for 
some time, speculating whether the de- 
tonationg we heard were of thunder or 
from the volcano. As we afterwards 
found the river Fallaise to be boiling, the 
detonations were probably volcanic. We 
could not tell how near we were to the 
crater, as, either from focal attraction or 
the electric conditions, our compass re- 
fused to work. Its variation was about 
20 degrees to the eastward, but later we 
found that it acted normally, at the lip 
of the new crater. The colored boys with 
us were horribly scared. We finally 
groped our, way down that awfu] area 
through the gloomy clouds of rain and 
amid great electric discharges. At every 
step we dislodged the rain-soaken ashes

AMBUSHED AND MURDERED 


Yaquis Set a Bloody Trap for Mexi- 
| can Troops. 


ONLY ONE ESCAPED UNHURT 


Fifty Indians Were Killed, but the 
Troops Were Finally 
_ Overpowered. 


—_—__——_ 


Tucson, Ariz., June 4—The uprising 
emong the Yaqui Indians is becoming 
general. A detachment of seventy-three 
men from the forces of General Torres, 
who is pursuing the Yaquis in the Ma- 
satian mounteins, east of Hermosilo, 
was ambushed and thirty of the number 
killed. Captain Selgo Gomez and Lieuten- 
ant Jose Valejo, of the Twentieth battal- 
ion, were among the slain. 

‘Only one escaped unhurt. The Mex- 
icans ran out of ammunition and en- 
gaged in a hand to hand battle with the 
Yaquis. Fifty of the latter were report- 
ed killed, but theif great numbers over- 
wheled the Mextedhs. The survivors re- 
treated to Hermosillo.’ Fifteen of them 
were wounded. 

Refugees arriving at Hermosillo re- 
port that everywhere the Yaquis have 
taken the war path. General Luis Torres, 
in command of the Mexican troops, has 
been reinforced by his brother, Lorenzo 
Torres, with 200 mounted men. It is es- 
timated that there are 1,000 Yaquis, well 
ammed, assembled fn the foothills of Ma- 
satiin mountains. 

Runners arriving at Hermosillo report 
fearful cruelties In the ambuscade which 
occurred Sunday néar Aguafite. 

As soon as the expected reinforce- 
grents arrives Torres will engage the 
Yaquis in the motintains and a decisive 
battle is expected then.

On the Edge of the Crater. 

‘‘45 we stood on the edge of the crater 
a sublime spectacle began. I now have 
some conception of ‘what is going on in- 
side the earth, and have been a spectator 
of nature’s secret interior work. We *were 
assailed with noise. Far below there was 
a hissing of steam Hike that of a thousand 
locomotives, as Well as violent detona- 
tions. The principal output of the crater, 
while we were there was steam. The 
phenomena was Hmited and was not es- 
sentially different from those of other 
volcanoes in action. Positive assurance 
was gained that no molten matter has 
flowed over the lip of the new crater. 
Several observations taken with the ane- 
roid barometer showed that the height 
of Mont Pelee has not been changed. I 
agree with Professef Robert T. Hill, the 
geologist of the United States govern- 
ment, that Mont Pelee has erupted no 
lava and that there has been no cataclysm 
or any serious topographical alterations. 
No cinder cone was visible in the crater. 
What was taken for a cone is a pile of 
ejected rocks. Perhaps the bottom®of the 
new crater may contain cinder cone, but. 
we could see down only about 160 or 200 
feet. I believe, however, that the crater 
is much deeper than this. I do not know 
the exact materials of which the pile 
of rocks in the center of the crater is 
composed, but it seems to be matter 
which has been ejected from the 
crevasse. I think Mont Pelee has freed 
itself from the interior pressure, and that 
the volcano is not liable to further vio- 
lent eruption. It is not safe, however, to 
make predictions about volcanoes. 


Mont Pelee Holds Record. 


‘The eruption of Mont Pelee of May 8 
was unique in that it resulted in the 
greatest destruction of life and property 
ever known by direct agency of a vol- 
cano. The phenomenon of explosions of 
flaming gases is probably new, but a 
careful study of observations is necessary 
before an opinion can be reached. The 
electrical phenomena are also new. They 
‘probably did not play the chief role in 
the destruction of St. Pierre, but were 
developed and aided by the other forces. 
I have specimens which show the effect 
of the bolts of W¥ghtning. The latter were 
small and intense and penetrated within 
the houses of the city. For rapidity of 
action and for lives lost Mont Pelee holds 
the record among volcanoes. 

‘When we got back to Acier we found 
Mr. Jacaccie and Mr. Leadbetter, who 
had stopped on the arete and had de- 
scended before us. Early in the morning 
of June 2 Mr. Kennan and his party left 
for Fort de France. Mr. Leadbetter and 
I went to Morne Rouge to study topo. 
graphical details, and from there we 
came back to Acier and Fort de France. 

“T shall now join Mr. Kennan in ex- 
ploring the Le Precheure region.”

ASK ROOSEVELT. 
T0 STOP STRIKE 


New York Board of Trade Ap- 


peals To President 


Appeal Is Considered, and the Presi- 
dent May Appoint Senator 
Hanna To Act as Mediator. 
Miners Obeying Call 
of Mitchell. 


New York, June 4.—At a meeting of the 
New York board of trade and .transpor- 
tation today, Oscar 8. Straus presiding, 
resolutions were adopted urging President 
Roosevelt to appoint a commissioner to 
investigate the situation in the anthracite 
regions and see if the miners and opera- 
tors could not be- induced to arbitrate 
their differencea, 

Such power, it was declared, was vested 
in the chief executive by chapter 1063 
of the federal laws dealing with differ- 
emces or controversies which may affect 
interstate transportation and commerce. 

Washington, June 4.—President Roose- 
velt spent some time this afternoon con- 
sidering the proposition of the New York 
board of trade and transportation, that 
he appoint a commissioner to investigate 
the strike sétuation in the anthracite re- 
gion, with the view to effecting afrbitra- 
tion of the differences between the miners 
and operators. it is svated that the pres- 
idem has not yet decided what*action he 
will take in response to the suggestion. 

Senator Hanna, of the Civic Federation, 
when interviewed tonight, professed to 
Know nothing of the New York board’s 
action, but ft is intimated in official cir- 
cles that if a commission is appointed 
the president will look to the senator to 
undertake the task. 


More Men Go Out. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 4.—More enai- 
neérs, firemen and pump runners joined 
the miners’ union and struck today, but in 
most instances the coal company officials 
were able to fill the places of the strikers, 
The Susquehanna Coal Company collier, 
No. 6, at Nanticoke, was the worst suf- 
ferer, all the firemen refusing to go to 
work, which compelled the company to 
shut dd@wn the engines. This colliery fur- 
nisnes the power dor the water supply 
of Nanticoke, and unless the engines are 
again started the borough will have a 
water famine to contend with. There was 
a slight fire in the town today, ana as 
the fire alarm is sounded by means of col- 
lier whistles, there was conmsiferable trou- 
tte and delay before the volunteer fire- 
men could be called to the scene of tne 
fire. The company, it is said, will allow 
its mines to fill with water and let the 
borough get its water supply as Dest it 
can. 

It was comparatively quiet today in the 
Wyoming valley. There was the usual 
gathering of crowds at starting and stop- 
ping time, but nothing of a serious na- 
ture occurred. Some men were stoned on 
their way to and from work, and several 
were thrown into pools of water. The 
fear of bodily narm 1s causing more men 
to quit work than are the arguments of 
ahe strikeTs. ’ 

President. Mitchell Busy. 

President Mitchell was kept, busy all 
day in his headquarters. He had nothing 
to say regarding his visit to Scranton 
last night, where he met Frank P. Sar- 
gent, chief of the locomotive firemen. Re- 
garding the general strike situation hs 
said everything was progressing satisfac- 
torily, that more men were coming out 
each day, and that whe idie men afe 
behaving themselves well. In emphasiz- 
ing the latter statement, Mr. Mitchel] srid 
the chief of the Wilkesbarre police told 
him that uring the twenty-one days 
the strike has been on, there have been 
fewer atrests than during the same num- 
ber of days prior to the suspension of 
wontk. Among the arrests made not 

was a miner. The national president 
had no comment to make when informed 
fhat the New York board of trade had dé¢- 
cided to ask President Roosevelt to take 
up the task of trying to end the great 
struggie.

Constitutionality of Paving Ordi- 
nance To Be Tested. 

Macon, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—Robert 
Hodges, as attorney for R. L. Henry and 
Charlies E. Damour, has filed suits in 
the superior court which will test the 
constitutionality of the paving ordinance 
or the city of Macon. 

The suits are similar in character, the 
game contentions being made in each. 

The suit against Mr. Henry alleges 
that petitioner is the owner of four lots 
in various parts of the business portion 
of the city where the paving ordinance 
prevails, and that these lots have been 
epsessed for paving tax by the mayor 
and council of the city of Macon in the 

egate sum of ‘$1,463.48 and costs, and 
the cjty marshal has levied on the prop- 
erty fi. fas. and advertised it for sale. 
That the city is acting under an act of 
the general assembly approved Decem- 
ber 11, 1896, giving the mayor and council 
power and discretion to pave, etc., the 
streets and also to assess the abutting 
‘property for one-third the cost of grad- 
ing, paving, macadamizing, constructing 
sidewalks, crossings and otherwise im- 
proving the streets, etc. 

The petitioners then go on to claim 
that the act is null and void and in 
violation of the constitution of Georgia 
fn that it yiolates paragraph 3, section 1, 
of the constitution in depriving the peti- 
tioner of his property without due process 
of law; that it is unconstitutional, as it 
violates the fourteenth amendment of the 
constitution of the United States, as it 
deprives the petitioner of his property 
without due process of law. 

The petition further alleges that the 
paving and curbing did not confer upon 
the petitioner any benefits whatever, 
and he denies that he is indebted to the 
city in any sum whatever. He, there- 
fore, prays that the mayor and council 
and the city marshal, the marshal in par- 
ticular, be enjoined from proceeding with 
the advertisement and sale. 

Mr. Damour’s assessment is $906.12.

MUST PAY BACK LICENSE TAX. 


Southern Car and Foundry Company 
Owes for Three Years. 

Montgomery, Ala., June 4.—(Special.)— 
The supreme court today affirmed the 
case of the Southern Car and Foundry 
Company against the state of Alabama, 
brought up from the city court of An- 
niston. 

The state sued the company for back 
license taxes for the three years, 1899, 
1900 and 1901, $00 a year, with $50 a vear 
as fees to the tax commission, and in- 
terest. The lower court gave judgment 
for the whole amount sued for, less $75 
per annum, which had been pald as li- 
ycense under a misapprenension as to the 
amount required. The statute requires a 
license of $500 per annum from all cor- 
porations whose pafd up capital Is $1,000,- 
000 of more, domestic or foreign. 

The supreme court sustains the lower 
eourt and ts ciear in declaring the valid- 
ity of the license laws, which provide for 
the collection of taxes for five years back. 
The amount of the judgment is $1,701.33 
with costs.

BONDS FOR THE NEW STATION. 


Savannah Places $600,000 with a 
New York Trust Company. 

Savannah, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—A 
deed of trust from the Savanah Union 
Station Company t@ the Standard Trust 
Company, of New York, as trustees, was 
filed today. The instrument is a first 
mortgage for the securement of the issu- 
ance of $600,000 of first-mortgage 4 per 
cent fifty-year gold bonds. 

The mortgage covers all of the prop- 
erty of the Union Station company, to- 
gether with all franchises, tolls, incomes 
and profits derived from the property. 
The instrument recites that the railway 
companies now occupying the depot have 
agreed with the Union Station company 
to use the station exclusively for their 
passenger train service at Savannah for 
a term of fifty years, beginning May l, 
1902, and as rental therefor to pay be- 
tween them an annual sum of $24,000, it 
being intended that such sums shal] be 
applied to the payment of interest at the 
rate of 4 per cent per annum upon the 
issue of the $600,000 bonds. 

It was also recited that an additional 
annual sum equivalent to one-half of one 
per cent of the principal amount due on 
all bonds as may be outstanding at the 
date of any such payment shall be paid 
to the Union Station company, this ad- 
ditional annual sum to be applied to a 
sinking fund for the retirement of such 
maintaining the station as provided in 
bonds and to the cost of operating and 
an agreement between the the railway 
companies and the Union Station com- 
pany.

Lecal Option the Real Issue. 

The actual and important issue in 
the election of today, by which a can- 
didate for governor will be nominated, 
is befween our local option liquor law 
policy and the effort to enforce state 
prohibition. The democrats who vote 
are asked to choose between the policy 
which for nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury has gradually and efficiently re- 
duced the licensed liquor traffic in 
Georgia, minimized its evil effects 
tremendously and given to the state 
conditions of sentiment and sobriety 
that are justly envied by other com- 
monwealths, and the policy of state 


prohibition by a general statute op- | 


erating upon both willing and adverse 
constituencies. 

It is a clean-cut proposal to abandon 
a tried and proved beneficent system 
of temperance laws for an extreme 
system that has been often experi- 
mented with and almost as often found 
delusive, destructive to true temper- 
ance and finally abandoned. : 

It has been the effort of The Con- 
stitution to deal with the subject, so 
unnecessarily injected intu the cam- 
paign, with fairness and on lines of 
reason and proved facts. We have 
shown, without any man being able to 
gainsay it, the results that have been 
obtained in Georgia by the system of 
home ruie on the liquor issue. We 
have also shown what vagaries and 
disappointments have been experi- 
enced by thoge states that have been 
induced to try the experiment of gen- 
eral prohibition. 
the effects in them and in Georgia and 
shown by incontestable figures how 
much more efficient our local option 
system is than any prohibition statute 
that has yet been devised and tried 
anywhere in the union. Consequently 
we have steadily advised that our 
present local option laws be let alone. 

In this issue we print another let- 
ter from Colonel Pringle, president of 
the Georgia Prohibition Association. 
He excepts to our article of Sunday 
on “Local Option and the Importance 
of Sustaining It.” 

Because The Constitution desires 
only to forward the truth of this, mat- 
ter and secure for the people of 
Georgia the best temperance condi- 
tions possible-and practicable, it prints 
his contribution with these comments. 

For the reason he gives, namely, 
that crimes, moral ruin and broken 
hearts follow the sale of intoxicating 
fiquors, we think it most unwise to 
destroy the preventive and protective 
conditions that have been established 
in Georgia against those results by the 
local option law. Unver that law, 
urged to enactment by the temperance 
and church. people of Georgia, the 
state is more than four-fifths free from 
the presence and general effects of 
the saloon liquor traffic. Those re- 
sults have been lauded by the temper- 
ance leaders of Georgia fgr years and 
made the solid basis for prevailing 
arguments for the adoption of the 
Georgia law in other states of the 
union. 

As to. Colonel Pringle’s denial that 
109 counties in Georgia are dry by lo- 
cal option, we have only to remark 
that he sets up a distinction without a 
difference. Whatever the detail of the 
method by which ‘any county is prohi- 
bition territory, whether by action un- 
der the general law, by special act of 
the legislature, by three-mile law, etc., 
it is prohibition by local option—by 
the action and will of the majority of 
the electors, or governing element, in 
each locality—and therefore we are 
exactly correct in our statement. 

‘Colonel Pringle refers to the fig- 
ures. we presented showing that the 
states under state prohibition laws 
have from three to six times more 
liquor dealers than as logal option 
Georgia and suggests they may have 
been “compiled with reference to oth- 
er campaigns somewhere else.” They

We imagine Colonel Pringle will 
find it difficult to convinee the public 
that the bookkeeping accounts of the 
United States treasury are compiled

As to conditions in Maine, Colonel 
Pringle quotes Neal Dow, “the father 
of the Maine law,’ to the effect that 
“the quantity of liquor now sold is not 
one-twentieth so great as it was be- 
fore prohibition.” But Colonel Pringle 
omits to say that General Low, in giv- 
ing his evidence before the Canadian 
commission in 1893, said: “My state- 
ment was that there is not so much 
liquor ‘sold’ in Portland as before the 
Maine law—I did not say ‘drank.’” 
Two English commissioners reported 
of Portland that the annual consump-

And Rev. Wilbur F. Berry, secreta- 
ry of the Maine Christian Civic 
League, writing in January, 1898, said: 
“Drunkenness is increasing in the 
state. The number arrested for 
drunkenness in no way indicates the 
number of persons drunk on the 
streets,” etc. We could fill this page 
of The Constitution with the testimo- 
ny of ministers and officials in Maine 
to show that crimes, insanity and pau- 
perism follow the liquor traffic in that 
total proh.oition state far faster than 
they do in local option Georgia. 

The same dismal story of failure, 
fraud, illicit traffic and increased 
drunkenness is given to us in offi- 
cial testimonies from every state 
where “state prohibition” exists, and 
in the history of the thirteen states 
that have tried the measure and finally 
abandoned it for something better in 
the form of local option. 

The plain unvarnished truth is that 
Georgia has better conditions of so- 
briety, good morals and social order 
than any state that has a state pro 
hibitory law. Our law is the act of 
the people in each community, or po- 
litical unit of sovereignty, who having 
made the law themselves are disposed 
to have it enforced. That is the ideal 
condition of all truly organized demo- 
cratic society. 

The endeavor to persuade the peo- 
ple of Georgia to repeal all those hap- 
pily operating laws by a general prohi- 
wvition statute is not “a forward move- 
ment.” We repeat that it is ill-timed 
and ill-considered, and would induce 
in Georgia the same increases of li- 
quor dealers, of drunkenness and 
crops of crime, misery and poverty 
that have followed such laws in Maine, 
Vermont, New Hampshire and Kansag 
We have no doubt the people will ad- 
here to the good they now have rather 
than resort to the known and undeni- 
able evils of state prohibition. 
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They Will Continue To Sparkle.

Destructive forest ‘fires in many 
parts of the country during the month 
of May have emphasized the impor- 
tance of adopting more effective meas- 
ures for protecting our forest areas 
than the ones which are now in op- 
eration. When it is remembered that 
the great floods which are annually 
playing such frightful havoc with life 
and property in this country are 
caused by the devastation of forest 
must become apparent to 


venting such disasters is money spent 
to good purpose. ! 
Eleven years ago national forest re- 


'gerves were created by act of con- 


gress, but under this legislative pro- 
vision for meeting the emergency no 


'appropriation was made until 1897, 


when the paltry sum of $18,000 was 
set apart for the purpose of making 
the measure effective; but how meager 
and insufficient this amount was may 
be seen at once by the statement that 
it was intended to cover an area of 
26,000,000 acres, comprised in twenty- 
nine reserves. In 1898 the appropria- 
tion was raised to $200,000, and for 
tne past three years ft has remained 
stationary at $300,000, but still the cry 
is raised that even this increased 
amount is wholly inadequate to meet 
the demands of the present critical sit- 
uation. Some of the reasons which 
are urged for increasing the size of 
the appropriation this yedr is thaf the 
present fund barely suffices to give the 
reserves an adequate fire patrol dur- 
ing the summer months; that under 
existing conditions it is necessary to 
reduce the force during the winter 
season, when the greatest danger 
arises from timber cutting: that the 
small pay offered the rangers is in- 
sufficient to secure experienced men 
and that each year additional reserves 
are being created, while the business 
of those already in existence is con- 
stantly increasing. Such eonsidera- 
tions are no doubt weighty and when 
coupled with the alarmting exhibit that 
during the past month destructive fires 
have broken out in Pennsylvania, Ken- 
tucky, New Jersey, Maryland, Indiana,

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State Prohibition asthe Issue. — 

Editor Constitution: Under the head of “‘Lo- 
cal Option and the Impefttance of Sustaining 
It,” in The Constitution of yesterday, 1 beg 
to ask that I be heard.. J would have writ- 
ten this card yesterday, but was away from 
home, 

You quote me correctly as saying the elec- 
tion of Mr. Guerry .‘‘woula mean a forward 
movement for prohibition,” while Nis defegt 
would mean more crimes, more barrooms, more 
murders, more ruinéd boys and more broken 
hearted mothers.’ 

Observation and statistics from county to 
county, state to state, and nation to nation, 
bear me out in saying that these crimes all 
follow the beverage sale of intoxicating liquors, 
Now Mr. Guerry is the only candidate who is 
outspoken ‘in favor of “state prohibition at 
least to the extent of the abolition of barrooms 
by direct state legislation.’’ This is a plank 
in hie platform. He hag made that the isste 
from the beginning of his campaign. Then it 
follows that his election would ‘‘mean a for- 
ward movement for prohibitton,’” and it also 
follows that the reverse of the proposition 
would inevitably be true, that “his defeat 
would mean more barrooms, more crimes, more 
ruined boys and more broken hearted mo‘¢- 
ers." And so [®believe with all my heart what 
you say: That ‘‘the issue ag presented to the 
people of Georgia in the present campaign is 
clear and unmistakable,’’ but not as The Con- 
stitution presents it. 

But The Constitution sayg ‘‘the defeat of the 
local option policy instead of meaning a for- 
ward movement for prohibition would mean 
the exact and lementable opposite.’’ The local 
option policy has already been destroyed in 
the Bennett @ecision and by the twenty-eight 
counties now selling spirituous liquors by 
solicitation and advertising and consequently 
shipping into the dry counties sovirituous 
liquors and thereby rendering our prohibitory 
laws partially null and void. What is need- 
ed is to discourage the use of intoxicating 
liquors by making it more @ifficult to buy 
them. The Constitution says the defeat of lo- 
cal option would bring chaos in the 109 coun- 
ties which have already adopted prohibition 
by local option."’ ‘‘Prohitition in the’ 109 
ceunties by local option’’—indeed! 1 beg to 
remind The Constitution that there are not 
109 counties which have adopted prohibition 
by local option, but 109 counties have pro- 
hibition by either direct action of the legisla 
ture, high Mcense, refusal of the ordinary to 


‘issue license, by the 3-mile law, by special 


local option laws and by the generat locaj 
option Jaws, and instead of 109 counties that 
have adopted prohibition by the general local 
option laws, as The Constitution thinks, only 
about 31 counties have prohibition under the 
general local gption law. I beg to say that 
this is not the first time, nor the second time, 
that this error has been corrected. - 

The Constitution then goes on to give some 
statistics from other states which it says were 
compiled without reference to the pending cam- 
paign in Georgia, but perhaps they were com- 
piled with reference to other campaigns som¢- 
where else. These may be correct or they 
may not be. The Constitution gompares our 
State with these other states by saying: ‘‘Geor- 
gia local option’ has now 1,254 retail liqugr 
dealers or one for every 1,767 in population.” 
That simply means that prohibition in Georgia _ 
has run the liquor dealers into the 28 wet 
counties and they are selling in the whole 
State nevertheless. But as regards state pro- 
hibition, let us take Maine. Neal Dow says: 
“Before prohibtion, rum shops were every« 
where in the state, wholesale and retail. No 
hamlet so small or retired but the rum seller 
found it and established a grog shop there. 
The quantity of liquor now sold is not one- 
twentieth 50 great as it was before prohibi- 
tion."” Governor Powell a few years ago sai:i: 
“A large majority of the people of our state 
believe that the restraining influence of our 
prohibitory laws has had a marked effect in 
eradicating the evils of the Nquor traffic.’’ 
Governor Martin, of Kansas, says: “‘A great 
reform has certainly been accomplished in 
thousands of homes, where want, wretchedness 
and suffering were once familiar guests, plenty, 
happiness and contentment now abide!’’ Thes¢ 
are good men and reliable witnesses, So that 
I beg The Constitution in summing up results 
from satistics not to compare them with what 
local option in Georgia has achieved, but by 
what prohibition in Georgia: has achieved. It 
matters not in what way it, was achieved. So 
that our local option law js now a back num- 
ber and has not been defended Dy prohibition- 
ists for several years past,.as4t is but little 
more than a hobby for some people to ride 
into office on.

‘The tot of the average street car cOn- 
ductor is a hard one,’’ remarked the 
stranger in town, as he looked over the 
top of his glass at the group of new- 
found friends.

“but when you consider the many irritat- 
ing things he has to contend with during

Little, J.—!. When the members of a trading 

corporation which is in debt, for the purpose 
of defeating its existing creditors, form a new 
corporation of like character, and in pursuance 
of their scheme take possession of the assets of 
the first, and issue stock to.jits members to the 
amount of the agreed value of such @ssets, 
the whole transaction is void as to such creaite 
ors; and they may by attachment cause those 
assets to be seized, and, on rendition of judg- 
ments in their favor, subject such assets to tite 
satisfaction of those judgments as against any 
person claiming any right or lien as a stock- 
holdef of the new corporation: and this is so 
whether such person was or was not a party 
to the attachment litigation or had notice 
of the pendency of the same. 

It is not erroneous, even after a case has 
been referred to an auditor and is on trial in 
the superior court on exceptions to his report, 
to admit testimonv showing that a declaration 
in attachment had at a certain time been de- 
posited with the clerk of the superior court, 
who through inadvertence omitted to make an 
entry of filing thereom; nor is it error, upon 
such showing being duly made, to allow the 
clerk to make such an entry nune pro tunc.

conveyed lot 2 in block !I2 ‘‘according to 
Schwabb’s map.’’ 

5. The proof as to the identication and exe- 
eution of the ‘‘Schwabb map'’ was sufficient to 
authorize its introduction in evidence. 

6. In an action of ejectment wherein the de- 
fendant relied upon adverse possession for 
seven years under color of title, it was not er- 
roneous to refuse to permit a witness for the 
defendant to testify that its possession was 
notorious. The testimony would have been 
simply as to a conclusion of the witness. 

7. Where in such a case, under the pleadings, 
testimony as to the value of the land in con- 
troversy, without the improvements placed 
thereon by the defendant and those under 
whom it claims, is relevant, the value of the 
land to be improved is its market value, and 
not what it may have been worth to the de- 
fendant for a particular purpose. 

8. It is erroneous for the trial judge to ex- 
press his opinion as to the effect of evidence 
in the case; and this'is true though under the 
evidence there may not be room for .doubt 
as to the correctnese of the opinion. 

9. Where the question whether one entered 
into possession of land in- good faith is in- 
volved in a case, it is competent for him to 
testify affirmatively that he paid for it in 
good faith. 

10. It is not erroneous to refuse to allow the 
introduction of parol evidence as to the con- 
tents of a paper alleged to be lost, when the 
evidence as to ite loss fails to show that it 
is not in the possession of a person who would 
be a natural and proper custodian of the same. 

11. One who purchases land from another, 
and who, without written evidence of title, is 
placed by the seller in possession of the same, 
does not hold under color of title, although 
his vendor may have what would be color of 
title in him if he were in possession of the 
premises. 

12. Even granting that the opinion of a wit- 
ness for the plaintiff, testifying as an expert. 
as to the cost of the brick work constituting 
the foundation upon which certain boilers were 
erected, was inadmissible because he admitted 
that he did not know how deep the founda- 
tion wark extended into the earth, an assign- 
ment of\error upon the admission of such tes- 
timony over the objection of the defendant its 
without merit, when ‘it appears that this same 
witness gave precisely the same opinion, based 
upon a description of the foundation, includ- 
ing the depth to which it extended, given in 
the testimony of a witness for the defendant. 

13. Where in an action for the recovery of 
land the pleas of the defendant and the evli- 
dence make a case to which the act of De- 
cember 21, 1897, is applicable, and it is ad- 
mitted that the value of the improvements set 
up by the defendant exceeds the amount of the 
mesne profits, it is erroneous to allow the plain- 
tiff to elect to take a money verdict for the 
value of the land and the mesne profits, and 
to thereupon charge the jury that, ‘‘under the 
election made by the plaintiff in the cage, the 
jury would have the right, should the plaintiff 
be entitled to recover, to eay what the value 
of the land was, and what the value of the 
mesne profits are, and provide further that, 
upon defendant paying the amount of the land 
and the mesne profits, the title to the lot 
should vest in defendant, and in the event 
defendant should not be willing to pay that 
amount, that it should be sold and the amount 
be devoted to the payment of the amount the 
plaintiff recovered for the value of the land 
and the mesne profits. 

14. Where in such 4@ case as that just above 
etated the defendant sete up improvements 
placed upon the land by another person under 
whom the defendant holds, and the proof 
shows that the premises sued for, prior to 
the possession of the defendant, were placed 
in the hands of a receiver as the property of 
such third party, the fact that the property 
was in poseession of the receiver will not 
prevent the plaintiff from recovering mesne 
profits for the time the receiver held it, if 
the plaintiff, in the absence of the receiver- 
ship, would have been entitled to recover 
mesne profits accruing during this period. 

15. Where a city lot has, by lawful author- 
ity and grant of the municipal corporation, 
been permanently enlarged by the addition 
thereto and the incorporation therein of an 
encroachment upon a pumice street, by which 
the original lot has been so extended as to 
embrace territory which was formerly a part 
of such street. the land covered by the en- 
croachment belongs to the person holding the 
legal title to the lot as it originally stood, 
although the encroachment may have been 
granted on the application of another person 
who claimed to be the owner of the lot. The 
true owner of the lot, in an action to recover 
the same and the encroachment, is, upon é¢es- 
tablishing his title to the former and the ex- 
istence of the latter, entitled to récover all 
the land embraced within the lot as enlarged 
by the encroachment, and also mesne profits 
thereon, if sued for and proved. 

16. There was no merit in the other ques- 
tions made in the motion for a new trial.

Fish, J.—|. Where a landlord has sued out a 
dispossessory warrant against a tenant allewed 
to be holding over beyond his term, the latter 
cannot obtain an injunction to prevent the ex- 
ecution of such warrant upon the ground that 
he has a good defense to the same, of which 
he is unable to avail himself by filing a counter 
affidavit, because, by reason of his poverty, 
he cannot give the bond which the statute re- 
quires in connection with such affidavit. (Hall

To this crowd with its Wall 
Street affiliations is eupposed to belong more 
than twice the amount of July stuff obtain- 
able. It has been the talk of the floor that 
July was to see a rabid bull market, and sev- 
eral times adventurous shorts have been pinch- 
ed by this contingent. At the outset today 
many of the bears who had been selling short 
for the last four days became aware that they 
were a little over confident, and on fairly 
Steady cables, lighter receipts, bullish govern- 
ment reports and a restricted interior moy 
ment, covered freely, putting the prices AIp 
somewhat. The bull crowd led in this move- 
ment by supporting July well for a time. 
This option started \%c higher to %c lower at 
6l%@6i%c and in a few moments jumped 
boldly to 62%c. When the market had a fair- 
ly firm basis the bull leaders dumped large 
quantities and began taking on September rap- 
idly.

ing letter from the widow of the great 
soldier after whom the organization was 
named. Mrs. Anderson was greatly im- 
pressed by the honor to the memory of 
her dead husband, and assured the mem- 
bers of her great appreciation of the com- 
pliment. 

The letter from 
widow is as follows: 

“Anniston, Ala., May 27.—Judge Lan- 
drum: In The Constitution of the 16th I 
notice that a new camp of veterans has 
been organized and’ is now known as the 
‘Tige Anderson’ camp, and that you have 
been chosen as their commander. How I 
wish that I could tell you how much I 
appreciate this act of love to one who is 
‘sleeping’ that last long sleep! And while 
I may be imposing on your time and pa- 
tience in thus addressing you, I could not 
refrain from trying to tell you what a 
pleasure it is to know that he is not for- 
gotten. 

‘‘He loved his comrades to the last, and 
during his last illness, when his mind 
would wander, he was often on some bat- 
tle field.

“The years pass swiftly now to the 
veterans that are left. The ranks are 
broken every year and the silver-haired 
heroes are*laid away. But each time 
there is some one left to weep: some heart 
left to ache, but your act of love for a 
comrade has proved a real pleasure to my 
‘aching heart,’ and I pray that heaven's 
richest’ blessings may rest upon you. May 
you meet him in a better world... Respect- 
fully, MRS. G. T. ANDERSON.” 

At the last meeting of fhe camp. the 
following resolutions eulogizing Jefferson 
Davis were adopted by a rising vote and 
amid cheers: 

‘True patriotism is typical of American 
manhood. Heroism has been admired and 
honored in all ages and by every nation 
of the world. Self-denial and self-sacri- 
fice for one’s home and country is the 
ideal model of a true citizen patriot. Pa- 
tient eqgdurance and long suffering, with- 
out murmuring or complaining, are the 
embodiments of greatness of heart and 
mind.

RAILWAY NOTES. 


The Memphis Pooling Case. 

Washington, June 4.—There was a con- 
ference here today between W. W. Fin- 
lay, the second vice president of the 
Southern Railway Company, and repre- 
sentatives, legal and otherwise, of the 
six railroads indicted last week by 
federal grand jury at Memphis on a 
charge of conducting a pooling arrange- 
ment for controlling the Memphis cotton 
business. 

Representatives of several other roads; 
including the Seaboard Air Line. having 
an incidental interest in the business of 
the indicted railroads, also were in at- 
tendance. 

The railroad corporations are anxious 
to have a prompt and speedy termina- 
tion of the isues’ raised in the indict- 

ment, and it was for the purpose of 
considering suggestions. of this character 
that the conference was held. Having 
this object in view, Mr. Finlay and his 
associates called on the members of the 
interstate commerce commission during 
the day and discussed the question very 
fully with them. 

They urged a test case, instead of 
awaiting the ordinary court procedure, 
which will delay the trial of the ques- 
tions at issue until late next fall. This, 
they argued, was but justice to the rail- 
roads, who the representatives of the 
corporations asserted were not violating 
the law. They made these representa- 
tions, they sald, to show the good faith 
of the railroads, who were willing to 
assist the commission in every way in 
their power. 

The commission will take the matter 
under consideration. "The railroad offi- 
cials concluded their work during the 
afternoon. . 


Egan’s Resignation Discussed. 

The resignation of John M. Egan as 
president of the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany and the election of Major J. F. 
Hanson to succeed him was a favorite 
subject for discussion in the Atlanta 
railway Offices yesterday. 

The general opinion Is that this action
